for the negotiations' preceding the war, 
comes first.

FACTS. 


SACRAMENTO, August 14.—The State 


Board of -Agriculture 
has 
Issued five 


copies of 
statistical 
blanks to every 


Board 
of 
Supervisors 
in 
California. 


Briefly stated, the object of these blanks 
Is to collect important data 'relating to 
the agricultural, horticultural and manu- 
facturing interests of the State. 


They are issued under an act of the 


Legislature, which makes it the duty of 
Boards of Supervisors to furnish to the 
secretary of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety certain statistical Information, and 
declaring the same to be a county charge. 
The statistics to be collected cover 


the whole range of the State's activities. 
and they will show, at a glance, the ex- 
act position occupied by each and every 
county. 
v? 


The classifications include cereals, hay, 


fruit, vegetables, nuts, wines, brandies, 
live stock, poultry, dairy, fish, forests 
and manufactories, while a special sched- 
ule deals with productions shipped out of 
the State. 


When these schedules are issued they 


' will form a compendium of the State's 
industries, of the 
most complete and 


valuable nature^ as well as showing the 
comparative position occupied by each 
county, under the various classifications. 


Albert Lindley, the secretary of the 


State Agricultural Society, said.: 


"A report of this nature will be valu- 


able from many different points of view. 
It will show the comparative production 
of each county, and it will provi'de the 
public with authentic tables' showing the 
entire output of the whole State. Noth- 
ing has ever yet been issued giving abso- 
lutely correct figures regarding California 
products. Without such schedule we are 
unable to answer questions put to us by 
the Government, :i:id wo are often at a 
loss how to reply to the letters that 
reach us. to the number of from twenty- 
rive to fifty per day. 
Some of these let- 


ters arc very difficult to answer without 
appearing to discriminate between one 
county and another, but printed sched- 
ules sacn as these would speak for them- 
selves and render it unnecessary for us 
to express opinions as to the relative 
merits of different parts of the State. 
The statements in the schedules will be 
sworn to. they will be official, and they 
will be reliable. 


"Such tabulated information as this" 


•will be invaluable, not only to State offi- 
cials, but to newspapers, Chambers of 
Commerce, importers and exporters, and, 
In fact, to every one who has any inter- 
est in 
knowing 
what each particular 


county Is doing in the way of produc- 
tion. 
The schedules will be necessarily 


complete, because the Supervisors are re- 


>:quired by law to supply the data asked 
I^Tor. and they will be reminded that the 


obligation is of a positive and a binding 
nature. 
It is to the interest of the 


whole State that this information shall 
be made publicly available, and every

A 
few bodies, shockingly mangled, were 
found on the edge of the landslide, but 
most of the victims are buried forty 
feet deep, .and will probably never be 
recovered.

The number of dead and injured is 
eatimated At nearly fifty. There were 
sixty Indians in the village when the 
landslide occurred, and not more than 
a dozen escaped..

President Roosevelt is said to have ob- 


jected to the unusual precautions taken, 
but acQUiesced when positive orders from 
President Underwood of the Erie were 
shown him. These orders were issued 
as a result of a leter received by the 
Paterson police, which said there was 
a plot to^/olow up the President's train 
.near Ridffewood. N. J. 


The Chautauqua special was stopped 


at Suffern early Saturday morning. There 
was a consultation over the phone, fol- 
lowed by a. consultation of railroad men, 
at which it'was 
decided 
to send the 


President to Sparkill,' a small town( on 
the Hudson, three miles below Nyack, 
by a little single-track road, known as 
the Piermont branch, and thence . into 
Jersey City on the Northern Railroad, a 
branch having its terminus in Nyack.. 


President Roosevelt was awakened and 


told • of the change in the schedule, as 
the officials did not like to take' the 
responsibility without his consent.

President, after some 
discussion, said 


that he was "in the hands of the Erie," 
and while he had no fear "of his train

main line, he 


would do what the railroad men thought 
best.

Swamp-Land Reclamation Scheme. 


The owners of the unreclaimed swamp land in California have 


projected a scheme for their reclamation at Government, State and 
private expense. The scheme was launched by the Reclamation Con- 
vention held in San Francisco, something over a year ago, very 
largely under the auspices of the "Promotion Committee," the ex- 
ecutive officer of which became president of the Swamp-land Recla- 
mation Association, formed by resolution of that convention 


As ultimately developed this scheme had for its object the en- 


listment of State and Federal aid in the work of Reclamation. 
The 


Government was to be brought into the enterprise on the plea that a 
proper reclamation of the swamp-lands would rectify the channels of 
the rivers, scour their beds, control their flood planes and generally 
conserve navigation. 
The State was to be enlisted on the theory that 


it is a good thing to create private property by the expenditure of 
public -money as a method of creating taxable property. The owners 
of the swamp-land were also to be contributors, and the proportion to 
be contributed by each of the three sources of contribution to the 
entire expense was one-third. 


The public should be made aware of the conditions which he 


behind this scheme. The area of unreclaimed swamp land in Cali- 
fornia amounts to nearly 1,200,000 acres. This land is all in private 
ownership. The Reclamation Association secured at the hands of the 
Sts.te a reconnoissance survey of the situation at the hands of very 
competent engineers. They have reported, and their report, now a 
current document in public literature, establishes the cost of the per- 
fect reclamation of this 1,200,000 acres of land at $24,000,000. 
It 


follows then that the proposition involves the payment out of the 
treasury of the State and the Government of $16,000,000, to be added 
to a contribution from the owners of the property of $8,000,000. That 
is to say, this private land is to be reclaimed at a cost to its owners 
of $8,000,000. "Sixteen millions of dollars of public money is to be 
applied to the creation of values as a, subsidy, a donation, a present, to 
the owners of the property' 


The current argument in favor of the scheme is to the effect that 


the 1,200,000 acres of land, when reclaimed, would be worth at least 
$100,000,000, and since the land is in private ownership after its 
reclamation, and since after^the conferment of this stupendous value, 
it would still remain in private ownership, the conclusion is deducible, 
divested of its diplomatic concealments that it is proposed to create 
$100,000,000 of value to be owned by private individuals at a cost to 
them of $8,000,000, and at a cost to the State and Government, neith- 
er of which will share m the ownership, of $16,000,000. ^ Our friends, 
the swamp-land owners, are to reap a dollar benefit by the expenditure 
of eight cents! 


The means by which the present' owners of the swamp lands be- 


came possessed of this property may be disclosed by simple narration. 
The Government presented the swamp lands to the State of California 
for the purpose of securing its reclamation, and the State received the 
land charged with this trust. After many legislative experiments the 
existing law \\as finally evolved, found in Sees. 347.4-5-6 and 7^ of 
the Political Code. The law permits the formation of "reclamation 
districts." The State sells the land to the owner or owners in such 
districts. The purchase money is paid to the Treasurer of the countv 
in which such swamp-land district is located. Then the owners of 
the land in the district proceed with its reclamation. When they have 
spent a sum equal to two dollars for each acre of land in the district 
they receive State patents for all ot the swamp land in the district, 
and receive back all the money they have paid into the county treas- 
ury on behalf of the State. 
Suppose a district comprises 10,000 _acres, 


and the sum of $20,000 had been expended upon the reclamation of 
1,000 acres. The preliminary formalities being duly complied with, 
patents to the entire 10,000 acres, and all the money paid on account 
of the purchase of the land in the original instance, are given to1- the 
purchaser. In this way the reclamation of 1,000 acres gives the own- 
er, or owners, of the 10,000 acres title to the whole, and they thereby 
receive the title to 9,000 acres of unreclaimed land. And it is this 
unreclaimed land, obtained in this way, that the owners are asking 
shall be reclaimed for the greater part at public expense' 


The condition of land holdings as relates to the swamp lands will 


be exceedingly interesting reading at the present time. 


Sutter county contains 97,764 acres of swamp land, assessed to 


private owners. Of this total Ed. Wineman owns 22,765 acres. 
J 


W. Browning owns 9,840 acres in Sutter county, and 400 in Yolo, 
making a total ownership of 10,240 acres. Wineman and Browning 
pwn thirty-three per cent of all the swamp lands in Sutter county. 
Pere two individual swamp-land owners own 32,000 of the 97,000 
acres assessed in Sutter count) 
If these lands are to be worth, as 


estimated, Sico an acre when reclaimed, Mr AVineman will enjoy 
property value amounting to $2,276,500, at a cost to himself of $758,- 
833. 
And then \\e will have the spectacle of a single holding com- 


prising 22,765 acres, its larger value conferred upon it bv the expen- 
diture of public mone>, displacing settlement and population; 


But the list may be further continued 
The Sutter Development 


Company has 7,920 acres; Charles Silva, 6,090 acres. Decker, Jewett 
Land Company, 4,280 acres; Northern 
California Land Company, 


4,075 acres. And then down through 3,000, 2,000 acres the list might 
be extended for fifteen additional names. The holdings of this addi- 
tional fifteen names would aggregate 26,000 acres.

Soldiers in National Parks. 


The Visalia Times objects to the presence of the military in the 


national parks, but gives no reasonable ground for its objection.

soldiers do not interfere with anybody who acts properly or in accord- 
ance with law in the parks. They do not prevent the government 
from building roads nor do they damage the natural beauties over 
which they stand guard. They 
merely protect the parks' 
from 


spoliation and unlawful invasion. Their presence is nautrally dis- 
tasteful to the nomadic sheepmen and lawless cattle owners who desire 
to graze their flocks in the parks, and that fact appears to furnish the 
reason for the anxiety manifested in certain quarters to have the sol- 
diers removed. Ever since the parks were created thr. sheep and 
cattle men have been trying to obtain from the government the priv- 
ilege of grazing their flocks in them, but their efforts have proved 
umformally unsuccessful.. At different times Rnd in different places 
drovers have invaded the parks with their flocks and herds in defiance 
of the law, only to be promptly ejected by the military stationed there 
for that purpose. The studied attempt to turn the parks into free 
ranges for the stockmen is a conclusive argument in favor of keeping 
soldiers there to guard against lawless depredations. The average 
nomadic stockman would graze his herds in the White House grounds 
if he could do so with impunity. He has no respect for private or pub- 
lic rights, and cares about as much for, the beauties of nature as the 
devil does about holy water. The military arm of the government .has 
alone proved effective in preventing his marauding invason of the na- 
tional parks.

PARIS.-^Wider than ever are 
the 


petticoats'and skirt linings of 
the 


present 
season. 
Underskirts 
were 


very, flaring last year, but .the lullm 
of last summer's models is but scant 
in comparison with the petticoats now 
necessary .in milady's outfit. 


For a cloth street dress a dark pet- 


ticoat is, of course, best, but this skirt 
must now be made either of figured 
brocade or taffeta, fitting .yell over the 
hips, while at the .knees is added a 
double flounce which at its-hem-should 
be-anywhere .from five to eight yards 
in width. • While the inner flounce is 
of plain black or white taffeta, accord- 
ing to the color of the skirt, the out- 
side flounce is trimmed with tucks and 
insertions of lace as elaborately as de- 
sired. One extremely pretty petticoat 
was of black, and white striped silk, 
or rather, 
white silk' with a broai 


black strtpe. While the flounce was 
of white taffeta trimmed with rows oC 
Chantilly entre deux 
and 
bands ',•£ 


black velvet ribbon. There were four 
rows of the two-inch insertion with 
lace edging at the end of the flounce 
Each row of-lace was equally'distant 
from the one 'above and between each 
band of lace were three rows of black 
velvet, the top one a half Inch, the 
lower a 1'ull inch in width. Under this 
flounce was a plain flounce'- of white 
taffeta the same xvldth as the outside.

while in other places .the. system is 
considered quite abnormal.

be left entirely in the hands of the lo- 
cal school authorities, and they should 
have full power to use it, modify or 
abolish* it according as their good judg- 
ment might dictate.

Indeed, the more of this 


southern country I see the .more 1 am 
surprised that its paths are not worn 
by the feet of .the world. 
Killarney 


and Glengariff are advertised, and the 
tourists'rave over them,'but'here and 
there and everywhere -are scenes and 
prospects and panoramas that no other 
country can equal. They are not'ad- 
vertised, there are. no circular tours, 
the people seem to be 'jealous lest the 
tripper 
should vulgarize them—and 


who can blame the people? But to 
imagine that a few show, places con- 
stitute the beauty of Ireland is to de- 
ceive oneself -grievously. Dr. Henebry 
took me up one afternoon from Car- 
rick on the brow of a hill on the Wa- 
terford side of the river. There we 
'lay on the purple heather" and look- 
ed down on the valley of the Suir. The 
fitful Irish'wind blew in'little warm 
gusts, the wild bees droned among the 
heather bells, from "the" distant 
sea 


the ancient tide crept by the imme- 
morial wood of Mount Bolton, and stole 
softly up the river through the passes 
of the eternal hills to the very feet of 
the Slieve na Mon. The slopes over 
against us were tawny with ripened 
meadows, as are the mountain flanks 
of California in the summer; on the 
flat the brilliant green of the' culti- 
vated fields gave promise of an abun- 
dant harvest, and Carrick, frameyd 
in, 


folk-song, stood between, its ancient 
church and its ruined castle gray and 
sleepy in the drowsy afternoon.

exceptions were in the cases of indus- 
trml iife, marine and credit Indemnity. 
The former of these shows a greater 
amount of insurance in fores than at 
the close of the preceding year, so that 
it also can be said to be in a satis- 
factory condition. 


The total premiums received by all 


the companies during the year amounted 
to $21,127,530, and 
the losses paid by 


them were $8,542,103.15, divided as fol- 
lows:

TAXES COLLECTED. 


Extended reference Is made to tlie leg- 


islation enacted at the last session in 
reference to insurance companies, ami 
particularly the taxation measures. 


During the past year the department 


collected from the companies,. as fees 
and taxes for the State. S14S,oifl oft. aju* 


the total expenses of the office 
of In- 


surance Commissioner, including salaries 
for the Commissioner and deputy, were 
only $6,017.14. 


An amendment passed at the last Leg- 


islature, taxing all life insurance com- 
panies, will produce -an additional an- 
nual revenue of $80.000, so that the de- 
partment will realize for the State more 
than $200.000 per annum in taxes from 
the companies. 


During the past twenty years the de- 


partment has collected from the compa- 
nies $826,622.80, and after deducting the 
salaries and expenses of the <Iepri.itment 


i the balance to the State has "been 5GS2,- 
[ 704.79. 


SURPLUS LINE LAW. 


The surplus line law, prepared i y the 


Commissioner and introduced ^t tlie last 
session 
of the Legislature, hut 
failed 


ot passage, is referred to in detail. This 
law provided that those persons who, 
after placing all the insurance that the 
companies authorized to transact busi- 
ness in the Stale would accept, might 
seek outside insurance. 
Under the law 


these policies are void at the option of 
the company, and persons negotiating 
such insurance are criminally liable. • 


The measure proposed aimed to regu 


late this feature of insurance and pro- 
posed a tax on the premiums thereof. 


FIRE MARSHAL LAW. 


The Commissioner refers 
to the Fire 


Marshal laws of different Stater, and 
suggests consideration or such a meas- 
ure for California. 
He points out that 


the fire loss is one of the greatest drains 
upon the resources of tin's country. ' It 
amounted to more than 5250,000,000 dur- 
ing the past year. 


By having 
a 
State official who co- 


operates with local authorities in enact-J 
ing aJid enforcing legislation and dis- 
seminating information as to the causes 
and means of preventing fires, in which 
the press is expected to lend its aid, 
and by vigorous * prosecution of 
those 


guilty of arson, the great waste of prop- 
erty is reduced and fire rales are cor- 
respondingly lowered. 


In reference to recent disclosures in 


life insurance affairs, the Commissioner 
says: 


RECENT DISCLOSURES. 


Recent developments in the affairs of 
one of the big life insurance companies 
of this country, which is authorized to 
transact- business 
in 
California, 
have 
been such as to warrant some- comment 
in this report. 


As a result of internal dissension in 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society of 
New York, disclosures have been made 
as to the methods 
of 
conducting 
the 
business affairs of this institution, and 
particularly in the handling of the trust 
funds Contributed by the membcirs of the 
society, which have been startling in the 
extreme. 
Investigations which have been made 
indicate that men charged with the sol- 
emn obligation of investing- these funds 
to the best advantage of the members 
have not only failed in the proper dis- 
chargs of the tru«-t imposed upon them, 
but have taken nnvantage of their posi- 
tions to enrich themselves at the ex- 
pense of the company. 


In addition to the mismanagement "of 
it has , been made to appear 


that there has been a degree of extrava^ 
gance and wastefulness absolutely un- 
warranted and unjustifiable. 
It is freely charged that close investi- 
gation of the affairs of other comi^anles 


,m disclose a similar condition of af- 
and that tlie company which has 


_ thrown into the limelight of public- 
is not the only offender, 
"hile these developments.'.have been 
iistounding, the general inten?st taken in 
them will eventually result in gooiL 
It has been a remarto.ble fact that 
notwithstanding the vast number of peo- 
ple who contribute their earnings to life 
insurance companies and the great num- 
ber of people dependent upon the bene- 
fits of life insurance, the public gen- 
erally has been in complete ignorance &s 
lo the principles and details of life tn- 
stirance business. While generally recog- 
nizing its importance and„ the powerful 
influence life insurance exerts upon the 
welfare of the people,, the public gen- 
erally seem to to have been unwilling 
to interest themselves in the fundamental 
principles governing the business. 
Although the average individual in any 
other transaction of life is careful to 
study minutelv the details of any docu- 
ment in which his business affairs arc 
involved, it is a strange fact that the 
number of people who familiarize them- 
selves, or even read, their contracts or 
policies of insurance is extremely smnll. 
Moreover, it might be stated that of the 
people who do read their policies, only a 
small percentage is capable of thoroughly 
understanding the contract. 
As a result of these conditions agents 
have been able to s sll that form 
of, 
policy upon which 
they 
receive 
the 
greatest 
commissions 
upon 
forms of 
policies not the most advantageous to the 
insurer. 
To this must be attributed the 
fact that the great majority of life in- 
surance companies have with In recen t 
years issued deferred dividend policies, 
and that the number of companies con- 
fining themselves .strictly to the annual 
dividend policies is very small. 


RESULT 'OF 
EXPOSURES. 


The deferred dividend policy has re- 
sulted in the building up of . immense 
surpluscR, anil It was with these funds 
that the officers of companies have been 
tempted to speculate and 
which they 
have invested for 
then- own interests 
rather than in the interests of the in- 
sured. 
As n result of the exposures made the 
public is learning1 lo become more famil- 
iar with the business of insurance; it is 
beginn Ing to realize that m ere bigness 
of surnlus and volume of business are 
not guarantees of the best results, and 
that high pressure 
methods 
Involving 
unnecessary expenses, heavy commissions 
and bonuses 10 agents, arc elements --of 
weakness rather than of strength. Thd 
public is learning to appreciate the wis- 
dom of the axiom that "it Is the busi- 
ness that sla> s that pays," and ihax 
when a company, whether large or small, 
aims to 'secuie a large amount of busi- 
ness, necessitating heavy 
expenditures 
and other evils of high pressure methods, 
the percentage of lapsesation increases 
and the returns to the insurer arc less 
satisfactory- 
The companies will return to saner 
methods in tlie matter of getting busi- 
ness, there wiii be greater <aire and con- 
scientiousness arid a higher . degree of 
honesty in the administration of 
the 
companies' affairs. 
The public will be- 
come better advised as to insurance con- 
tracts and companies' methods, Jearn to 
be more dlscrimhwt'rns.- ajid placje JJiRjn7 
surar.se "vrith '"companies "CuiTGucted, as 
they should be, in the interest of the 
policyholders. and in so far as legislation 
can do so. laws wlH be enacted which 
will aim to remove temptation and com 
pel honest and economical administration 
of thu business of life insurance. 
At the present time, in response to A 
suggestion made by the Governor of Ne^> 
York Stale, a special commission has 
been appointed by the Lecrislature to in- 
vestigate the matter of insurance legisla- 
tion. 
In "Wisconsin a law has been passed 
regulating -the deferred dividend policy, 
compelling distribution to policyholders 
at least once in five years. 
Companies are striving now to create 
the impression of openness and frankness 
in their methods v of dealing with policy- 
holders and manifest a disposition to con- 
duct their business 
on 
more 
rational 


lines. FEDERAL-supERVIS,ONp 


In consequence of the agitation attend- 
ant upon the exposures recently made, 
the "discussion as to Federal insurance 
supervision has recently acquired added 
strength. For some time past a .senti- 
ment in favor cf Federal supervision of 
insurance, fostered largely by the 
life 
insurance companies, has been develop-

The txact form "which Federal super- 


vision, is to assume, however, and the 
benefits to bo derived therefrom have 
not vet been made clear, but there is -a 
decided trend in that direction, and time 
will doubtless bring a satisfyctoKj- solu- 
tion of tho problems
